The Antioch Grade School Board 
of Education and the Emmons School 
Board and a fact-finding committee 
from the Emmons district, met in a 
joint session Tuesday night and 
studied the possibilities of consoli- 
dating the Emmons School district 
with the Antioch Grade School dis- 
trict, j 

■ The meeting wos purely explora- 
tory and a fact-finding venture on 
the part of both boards. Some of 
the facts brought out were as fol- 
lows: 

Assessed valuations-^-Antioch dis- 
trict 34 — $13,093,221; Emmons dis- 
trict 33— $2,295,660/ 

Total tax rates— Antioch district 

34 — $1,046; Emmons district 33 — $.50. 

Per capita wealth .back of each 

pupil— Antioch district 34 — $22,572; 

Emmons district 33 — $42,512. 

Unencumbered bonding power — 
Antioch Dist. 34r-$335,I61;. Emmons 
Dist. 33— $114,783. 

Bonds outstanding — Antioch Dist. 
34 — $319,000; Emmons Dist. 33 — 
None. 

It will be seen from the tax rate 
given above that the Emmons rate 
is very low^less than one-half of the 
Antioch Community Consolidated 
school district. Consolidation would 
mean raising the Emmons rate to a 
level with that of Antioch.. In ad- 
dition, the Emmons district taxpay- 
ers would assume .4heir"proportion- 
ate share of the present bonded in- 
debtedness of the Antioch district. 
According to HB76 passed July 13, 
1953, now included in -the Illinois 
School code, under section 4B-12, 
bonded indebtedness of -all parts of - 
new or altered districts will be 
spread over the entire new district, 
rather than over that pprt of it 
which incurred the bonded indebted- 
ness. This would mean that the 
cost of the addition to the Antioch 
school erected last year, 'would be' 
paid « by the hew district, which 
would include .Emmons, .if the dis- 
trict is annexed to Antioch. The An- 
tioch district has $3-19,899100 out- 
standing in building. bonds, the Em- 
mons district has none. 

Principal Richard Whitacre of An- 
tioch grade school said today, that 
the Emmons board is faced "with the 
necessity' of providing more room 
for the growing enrollment. He 
also said that while the Antioch 
school is handling a few upper grade 
pupils for the Emmons district, the 
addition of. the sixth grade to the 
already crowded sixth grade at An- 
tioch would necessitate opening of 
a third sixth grade roomiOt.a cost 
of approximately. $5,500 .annually. 
This could not be handled satisfac- 
torily on a tuition basis, since the 
income from the tuition of pupils 
would not coyer .the. extra xost. 

No official action was ' taken at 
the meeting, both boards wishing to 
make further study of- the.problems. 
involved, before 1 taking action. \.

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Economic Highlights 

One of the oldest, strongest and best Institutions 
In American life 1 Is 'the weekly newspaper. Almost 
anyone will agree that a town without a newspaper 
doesn't amount 'to : much. The weekly is a running 
record of history— of lire and death, of tragedy and 
achievement, of change and progress. It la a flghjer 
of battles in causes tt holds to be right— in politics, 
economics, civic problems of many kinds. It is close 
io the people who. read it and whose activities make 
it. More than any other factor, probably, it binds 
the community together, providing purpose, coher- 
ence, and direction. 

Yet, like so many other good and essential 
things, most of us take the country paper for granted. 
Year in and , year out, without fall, it comes to us 
each week. It's not likely that many think of what 
life would be like without it. 

Now and then, however, the weekly gets some 
of the credit it deserves. That has happened on sev- 
eral occasions In recent months. An interesting ex- 
ample is found in a bill introduced by Senator 
Daniel of Texas, on behalf of himself and Senator 
Johnson, the new majority leader, providing for the 
establishment of a National Library of Weekly News- 
papers. A companion bill was introduced in the 
House by Representative Gentry of Tyler, Texas. 

In a speech on *tho Senate floor, Senator Daniel 
said: "This bill would help to preserve that great 
portion of the true history of our Nation which is 
recorded in pioneer weekly newspapers and in cur- 
rently published weekly papers of the United States. 
. . . During the early years of our Nation's history 
we had only weekly newspapers. Even today, the 
educational, social, political, and religious history of 
a great portion of our population can be found only 
in the files of these weekly publications. . . . There 
are thousands of weekly newspaper files which have 
been preserved. Others have been destroyed, and 
in the future there is likely to be continued loss of 
this valuable historical material unless something is 
done to encourage its preservation." 

Another tribute came from a big-daily news- 
paperman — Lloyd Taft, son of the late Senator Rob- 
ert Taft. and assistant publisher of the Cincinnati 
Times. He told a press association gathering that 
"Big city papers talk more and more about editorial 
influence and exercise less and less of it, while week- 
lies continue to jnin an advantage. ..." 

An extraordinary example of this influence oc- 
curred last November in South Carolina, a state in 
which nomination on the Democratic ticket has al- 
ways been tantamount to election. Due to certain 
political developments, a feeling grew that this time 
the voters were getting a bid deal. A campaign was 
started urging that voters write-in the name of J. 
Strom Thurmond instead of marking the ballot for 
the regular Democratic nominee for the U. S. Senate. 
This campaign was supported by 73 of the state's 86 
non-dailies, along with all but two of the 16 dailies. 



Even though former Governor Thurmond Is a popu- 
lar figure in the South, success seemed impossible 
— no U. S. Senator -had ever been elected by write- 
ins; the established political organizations were na- 
turally 100 per, cent against the movement, and 
South Carolina balloting methods make the write- 
in process mechanically difficult. But 'the press 
shot the works on Thurmond's behalf. The result: 
There was an avalanche of write-ins and he won by 
a majority which, under the circumstances, was all 
but unbelievable— 143,444 to 83,525. The papera were 
so decisive a factor in bringing this about that Edi- 
tor & Publisher wrote: "When J, Strom Thurmond 
took his place in the United States Senate ... he 
could have raised his good right hand, if he were 
so Inclined, and sworn truthfully that he represented 
the Fourth Estate."

Conservation Day Next 
Monday at Central High, 
Specialists to Be 'There 

The Wisconsin Conservation de- 
partment plans to have five teams 
of technicians and specialists visit 
a number of high schools through- 
out the state during the months of 
January and February. This is an 
expansion of an idea which was 
started a couple of years ago in the 
northeastern section of the state, 
and -» last year reached 01 high 
schools in all areas of the state, and 
Central High school at Salem will 
holt this all-day program Monday. 
The public is Invited. 

The purposo of the visitations Is 
to acquaint the high school students 
with the work the department Is 
doing in forestry and fish and game 
management. The teams arc made 
up of foresters, fishery biologists, 
gome .managers, forest rangers and 
law enforcement officers. 

Students have on opportunity to 
see how some of their text book sci- 
ences serve as a basis for the man- 
agement procedures of fish, game 
and forests; how regulations are 
largely a protection of rights of the 
Individual; and how the outdoors 
may be enjoyed to the fullest with 
safety. Safety is stressed in the 
warden's phase of the program. Sare 
casting ts demonstrated and an array 
of exploded guns tells the story of 
careless use of firearms. Appara- 
tus and models help to Illustrate 
fish management procedures. Skins 
of popular games birds and head 
skeletons of predators are used to 
explain one phase of game manage- 
ment. A big red pine log is placed 
In the forestry room and is used by 
the forester as he explains the use of 
instruments U3cd to determine tree 
growth and board feet. 

The high school visitations are not 
intended to take the place of any 
regular conservation Instruction but 
are intended to supplement the 
work the schools are carrying on by 
bringing to their atention a few of 
Wisconsin's conservation problems 
and what is being done to meet 
them. Pictures and additional in- 
formation on the "Conservation 
Day" programs for high schools ap- 
pear in the March, 1953, and May, 
1952, copies of the Wisconsin Con- 
servation Bulletin.
